If 
we except 1860, when Douglas repre- 
sented the norther: Democraty and 
Breckenridge the southern, that party 
has not nominated a southern man for 
President since 1844, and since it took 
on the name Democrat, more than 80 
years ago, it has nominated only two 
men for the presidency—Andrew Jackson 
and James Jk. Polk—unless we are to 
count Breckenridge as a third. 

Between 1840 and 1860 the Democratic 
demand was for a man from the North, 
but with southern principles. Martin 
Van Buren said he was such a man and 
became President. Since the civil war 
the southern Democrats have. insisted 
that the Democrats of the North name 
the ticket. It was perhaps as natural 
as it Was inevitable that the reconstruc. 
tion volicy of the Republican party 
sheuld make it impossible for that party 
to find secure lodgment in the South. 
The North, with its great preponderance 
ot political power, was in control of the 
Democratic party and_ political expe- 
diency joined with this power in demand- 
ing the nomination 6f northern men in 
Democratic presidential conventions,

The populist party has disap- 
peared, and individual populists remain- 
ing in the Democratic party, like Tom 
Watson of Georgia, are discredited. Free 
silver and Bryanism generally seem also 
on the point of disappearing, and this 
will mean the return of the Democratic 
party to its historic and traditional at- 
titude on the tariff.

This kind of added population 
is always essential, because without it 
the manual, labor that is requisite and 
necessary for a healthy growth cannot 
be had.

Port Sunlght, 
and Letchworth, in England, 
are cited as samples of garden cities, 
where from 12 to 20 cottages per acre 
are the rule. The new English town 
planning act permits a maximum of 20 
cottages to the acre, and this, he thinks, 
should be the limit in Los Angeles. 

The housing commission seeks to have 
its work extended to include tenement 
and lodging houses, small single dwell- 
ings costing not over $500 for original 
construction, house courts and construc- 
tion camps, and to have the services of 
a secretary and one additional inspector.

IS a pretty German custom, 


many years, perhaps, and which she 
she is married.

First, there is household linen, of 
course; and it is understood that every 


embroidered. Not too-elaborately, how- 
ever; simply worked initials and per- 
haps a plainly embroidered border or 
edging are all that is required or that 
is really in good taste. Besides, the 
chest becomes a burden if too much time 
and work are put upon it. Moreover, 
the articles must be accumulated slowly

Household linen, then, must be con- 
sidered. This will inelude sheets, pillow- 
cases, napkins, towels ‘and either table- 
cloths or tray cloths, if you prefer a 
polished table. Follow the more orna- 
mental articles: Doilies, centerpieces, 
sideboard and bureau scarfs, various 


table. Do not supply too many of these;

There are all sorts of 
bits of lingerie, of course, that will come 
under this head; and here much more 
elaborate work is permitted. The finer 
the better, indeed; but still everything 
must be dainty rather than showy. 
Nightgowns, combination garments, petti- 
coats, corset covers, chemises, all are in- 
cluded here.

TRIED RECIPES 


CLAM BISQUE. 

Thirty clams, one cupful of milk and 
half as much cream, or two cupfuls of 
milk, two tablespoonsfuls of butter and 
one of. flour, three eggs, a tablespoonful 
of onion juice, one cupful of boiling 
water, a pinch of soda in the milk, one 
cupful of cracker crumbs. 

Chop the clams and put over the fire 
in the boiling water. Simmer half an 
hour. Heat milk and cream in another 
saucepan with the soda and crumbs. 


gradually, beating all the time upon the 
yolk, previously whipped smooth. Heat 
in a double boiler for two minutes or un- 
til the water in the outer vessel boils 
hard, and turn into the tureen. Season 
the boiling mince of clams with salt, 
cavenne, and minced parsley, add to the 
milk in tureen and cover the surface 
with the whites of the eggs beaten to a 
standing froth. 
STEWED: RABBIT. 

Wash and soak the rabbit. Wipe it 
thoroughly dry and divide it at the joints. 
Sprinkle it thickly with flour. Place it in 
a stewpan with two heaping tablespoon- 
fuls of butter and three or four thin 
slices, of ham. Pour on little by little a 
quart of gravy. Stew the meat over a 
slow fire for two hours. Season with half 
a teaspoonful of salt. Add to it the rind 
of half a lemon, cut into small bits. A 
quarter of an hour before serving stir in 
a tablespoonful of rice flour that has been 
mixed with two tablespoonfuls of mush- 
room catsup and a half teaspoonful of 
cayenne pepper. 

SWEET POTATO CROQUETTES 

Boil some sweet potatoes, then drain, 
peel, and mash. To one pint beat in one 
tablespoonful of butter, salt and peper 
to taste. As soon as they can be 
handled form into croquettes, dip in egg 
and crumbs, and fry brown in deep, 
smoking-hot fat.

- MOISANT REPAIRING 


NEW YORK—Rene Barrier, Emile 
Aubrun, Rene Simon, and C. Andemars, 
four French aviators, arrived in~ New 
York Thursday on the White Star liner 
Teutonic to take part in the interna- 
tional aviation meet at Belmont park, 
which begins Saturday and continues for 
nine days. Aubrun holds many records 
‘for speed. 

Andemars brought with him a Bleriot 
monoplane and a Santos Dumont De- 
moisel, weighing but 250 pounds. With 
this flying machine he will be in daily 
competition at the meet with Roland 
Garros, in what is known as a “Hum- 
ming Bird” contest for a special prize. 

Six large truck loads of Bleriot mono- 
planes were taken to Belmont park from 
the steamship Niagara. The operators 
pf these machines are the Frenchmen 
who arrived Thursday, together with 
Hubert Latham, Count de Lesseps, and 
Alired Leblane, other members of the 
French team. 

John B. Moisant, the American aviator. 
who smashed his Bleriot racer on Wed- 
mesday, lias several substitute parts, and 
expects to begin competition in the Bel- 
mont meet not later than Sunday. He 
wul probably use his passenger carrying 
machine during the first day of the in- 
ternational meet. 

James Radley, the English representa- 
tive for the international aviation cham- 
pionship, expects to have his machine 
ready to flv today. 

Preparations are being made to accom- 
modate more than 1,000,000 people dur- 
ing tlhe course of the meet. Perhaps the 
feature will be the keen rivalry between 
the men using Wright biplanes and a 
combination of all the other flyers. Up 
to the present time all the world’s rec- 
ords for speed, long-distance fiving and 
altitude are held by foreign-made ma- 
chines. 

Archie Hoxsey of the Wright team 
forecasted a duel in the air when he said | 
today:

CHINESE SCHOOL 
IS PROPOSED IN 
NEW YORK CITY 


Native Students in Columbia 
and Other Colleges Under- 
take Work of Establishing 
Academy. 


NEW YWORK—The Chinese students in 
Columbia University and other institu- 
tions in this city have undertaken to es- 
tablish an academy in the Chinese dis- 
trict, through which the post-graduate 
and the more advanced students may 
lecture and conduct classes on subjects 
calculated to improve the social condi- 
tions of the Chinese living here. 

It is the intention of V.. K. Welling- 

ton Koo, A. M., Columbia University, 
president of the Chinese Students. Alli- 
ance of the Eastern States, to start the 
work without even the financial aid of the 
merchants.

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BERLIN MAN SELECTS 


NEW ROUTE TO GROSS 


ATLANTIC IN AIRSHIP 


BERLIN—Joseph Brucker, the German- 
American journalist, who is fitting out an 


airship expedition for a westbound flight 
across the Atlantic in February, thinks 
that “inefficient meteorological advice” 
was primarily to blame for the failure 
of Mr. Wellman’s attempt. Mr. Bruck- 
er’s airship, the Suchard, is approaching 
completion at Munich. 

The entire equipment will be shipped 
to the Canary islands at the end of the 
year and the start westward will, it is 
stated, be made in the full moon week 
of February. 

The Suchard is 200 feet long, and has 
8500 cubic meters gas capacity. Depend- 
ent from it is a motor boat 35 feet long 
and 10 feet wide. Two 200-horsepower 
motors will drive the airship by means 
of two propellers. Mr. Brucker said on 
Thursday: 

“I believe I am the first to select for a 
transatlantic flight the region of the 
northeast trade winds. I have chosen, 
moreover, a season free from hurricanes. 
We will not encounter any head wind, 
but will most of the time have with 
us qa wind averaging 15 or 20 miles 
an hour. Plus the velocity of our air- 
ship, we shall make 30 or 40 miles an 
hour. Our proposed route is free from 
fogs or even mists, as well as thunder 
or other storms.” 


Helvetia Balloon Lk anc 


ST. LOUIS—Col. Theodore Schaeck, 
piloting - the Swiss balloon Helvetia, 
which started in the international race 
on Monday, landed at Ville Marie, Que., 
1100 miles from St. Louis, according to 
a message received by the Aero Club of 
St. Louis Thursday night. 

This is not thought to be the balloon 
sighted at Kiskisink, Can., 1200 miles 
from St, Louis. If the reports are cor- 
rect, the American record of 873.4 miles 
has been exceeded. 

The other three balloons, which are be- 
lieved to have landed in Canada, but 
have not yet reported, are the Swiss 
balloon Azurea, Lieutenant Messner, 
pilot; the German balloon Dusseldorf IT, 
Lieut. Hans Gericke, pilot, and the 
America II, A. R. Hawley, pilot. All the 
other balloons were accounted for pre- 
viously.

“That is hard to tell,” he answered.

“No. We couldshave kept up all day 
on Tuesday because the heat of the sun 
would have caused the balloon to ex- 
pand and given it sufficient buoyance to 
keep it above the water, but at nightfall 
the balloon would have contracted in the 
same ratio that it had expanded and 
would probably have sunk to the surface 
of the ocean.”

Translation 
OME of the difficulties in Bible trans- 
lation are of a curious nature, being 
concerned solely with the form of the 
proper names of individuals, places, etc., 


occurring in the Old and the New Testa- 


ments. In translating the New Testa- 
ment into the Nama or Hottentot lan- 
guage of South Africa, the very name 
of Jesus creates a difficulty from which 
no escape is possible except by strict 
conformity with the grammatical and 
morphological peculiarities of this some- 
what primitive form of human speech. 
The device, so commonly resorted to by 
biblical translators, of simply 
planting the Latin Jesus and Christus 
(or Greek Christos) will not avail here. 
For in the Hottentot homens -s is a suffix | 
indicating the “female,” and Jesus, or 
Christus, would really signify that the | 


principal figure in the New, Testament ; that nature shows in her blossoming | 


story was a “woman.’ The Hot- 
tentot suffix which indicates the ‘‘male” 
is -b, and, therefore, Jesub and Christub 
are the forms which these names must | 
take in order to be thoroughly exact and 
grammatical. And in line with Christub 
and Jesub must also be Paulub, Moseb, 
Amob, Judab, Thomab, Zaccheub and 
many other Biblical names. Only Ahab, 
Job, Beelzebub, Jacob, Moab, and a few 
others would pass muster in the form 
best known to us. And Rahab, at whose 
house the spies of Joshua lodged, would 
find her name changed into Rahas, while 
the more famous Sennacherib could re- 
tain his with impunity.—Prof. Albert

Strangely enough, all indications point 
to a repetition of the honor this year, 
for the balance of population seems to 
have been maintained almost without 
change. 

It had been quite taken for 
that, when the statistics of the census 
were made public it would be found 
that the “pull” of the -West’s growth 
had shifted the center of gravity over 
close to the Mississippi, if not west of 
that historic line of division. In 
last 10 years new states have 
thrown open for settlement, new areas 
made available for cultivation by th 
extension of irrigation works, and a 
_general and heterogeneous development 
ihas taken place, which, on its face, ap- 
peared likely to far exceed the less 
'clamorous- increases of the East. There 
is nothing to indicate that the develop- 
‘ment in the West has not been up to 
‘all expectations, but no one seems to 
have’ estimated properly the vitality 
‘which still characterizes the older por-

HAVE found the nests of the king- 

fisher on the banks, or gather in the 
banks of the Calumet river, well within 
the limits of the city of Chicago, says a 
writer in the Chicago Post. One summer 
a pair of kingfishers made a home in @ 
bank which was honeycombed with the 
nests of bank swallows. The kingfishers’ 
burrow was in the very center of the 
ringing multitude of swallows’ holes, 
Boats went by the birds’ homes hourly 
and fishermen tramped the banks, but the 
nesters were undisturbed, and four young 
kingfishers and many times four young 
black swallows were added, before July 
ended, to the store of the world’s birds. 

The kingfisher has nothing of grace of 
form, but it finds redemption for the lack 
in the purple, white and cinnamon brown 
beauty of its plumage. Perhaps I should 
say blue, instead of purple. but in certain 
lights a part of the plumage of the king- 
fisher is a royal purple. The bird’s press 
ence adds a living interest to the water- 
sides of the country and its call is a stir- 
ring note of nature. 

If vou would see city kingfishers, 
you must go to the parks. You will find 
them in late August and in September in 
any of the public grounds, north, south 
or west, which holds a body of water in 
which the fish swim. Once on a time 
before the building of the drainage canal, 
I saw a kingfisher perched on a beam 
under the Clark street bridge looking ap- 
parently longingly down into the water, 
where no fish had been, so I wagytold, for 
40 years. It was a disappointed bird, 
but perhaps its thought was that where 
water was there fish must be. He stayed 


the thundering traffic above his head. I 
lett him feeling as sorry for him as 


doubtless he was sorry for himself—and 
[ know both of us were hungry.

The only criticism that could be justly directed toward this 
simple but promising program is that the last item should have 
been first. Without an American merchant marine—without liners 
and coasters which Bostot merchants. may call their own—this 
port will continue to be at a disadvantage even though popular 
thought and energy in New England should return to the ocean. 
It is to the interest of the port of Boston, as to that of many 
other ports in the country, that the American merchant marin 
shall be restored, and as a New Englander, if not as an American 
statesman, Senator Lodge would be justified in ‘favoring a 


government subsidy to this end. 
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
